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TJC Begins Six-Man Football League 


TJC has a recent addition to its 
extracurricular activities that is 
really new. It is the organiza¬ 
tion of a six-man football league. 
For those who do not know just 
how a six-man league operates, 
here is the dope. First, the teams 
are composed of six men each, 
that is, there are six men who ac¬ 
tually play during a game. At the 
present, there are five teams that 
make up the league. Four of the 
teams are here in TJC, and the 
fifth is made up of students from 
the Tyler Commercial College. 
The teams are: the Apaches, the 
Cobras, the Buzzards, the Tricky 
Six, and Tyler Commercial. The 
games are played according to 
Hoyle, with referees and every¬ 
thing. Briefly, there is no talking, 
no flying blocks, no blocking done 
unless the blockers hands are in¬ 
tact with his body.

Apaches are leading the league 
with four wins and one tie.

Time passed on, 
and up came their second foe, 
the Cobras. Certain changes in the 
backfield, the Apaches, with sur¬ 
prising power in their winning 
and passing attack, bowled over 
the undefeated Cobras to the tune 
of 1900. They are credited with 
their second win because of the 
forfeit by the Tribesmen. Their 
fourth win was over the Tricky 
Six last Thursday 15-0. 

The Cobras, an up-and-coming 
six, at the present, are now hold¬ 
ing down second place. They have 
three wins and one loss to their 
credit. The first game they played 
was with a scrapping Buzzard 
six. They managed to take this 
hard-fought tilt late in the final 
quarter 6-0. Their second victory
